4. MR. PROCTOR JONES THANKS YOU FOR COMING TO BOHEMIAN 
GROVE AND ENCLOSES 2 SNAPSHOTS OF YOU GIVING YOUR 
"EXCELLENT" ADDRESS WITH MORE TO COME ALONG LATER, 

WHEN HE HAS THE PHOTOS ENLARGED. 

5. CONGRESSMAN LOU FREY, JR. WRITES ON BEHALF OF A 
CONSTITUENT ASKING YOU TO SPEAK AT THE ASSEMBLY FOR PEACE 
ON SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 12 IN ORLANDO, FLORIDA, PLANNED BY 
THE ARABIC AND JEWISH COMMUNITIES OF ORLANDO. 

6. CONGRESSMAN JAMES JEFFORDS OF VERMONT WROTE ASKING 
YOU TO RECONSIDER THE MANNER USED TO REACH YOUR CONCLU- 
SIONS IN DETERMINING THE UNITED STATES' POSITION WITH 
REGARD TO CANADIAN NATURAL GAS IMPORTS. HE CITES THE 
ABSENCE OF THE BEGINNING OF A NEW "PROCESS OF MORE ACTIVE 
COLLABORATION" (AS YOU TESTIFIED BEFORE THE SENATE FINANCE 
COMMITTEE IN JANUARY) DURING THE RECENT NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT. HE BELIEVES A MORE COORDINATED 
EFFORT SHOULD HAVE BEEN MADE TO OFFSET THE PROPOSED 
INCREASES. 

7. AMBASSADOR STABLER RECEIVED A MESSAGE FOR YOU FROM 
FOREIGN MINISTER AREILZA. AN INFORMAL TRANSLATION 
FOLLOWS: BEGIN TEXT: I GREATLY APPRECIATE YOUR MESSAGE 
OF THE 15TH OF JULY. FOR ME IT HAS BEEN A PLEASURE TO 

KNOW YOU AND WORK TOGETHER WITH YOU IN THE BEST INTERESTS 
OF UNITED STATES/SPANISH FRIENDSHIP. I HOPE THAT OUR 
RELATIONSHIP WILL CONTINUE IN THE FUTURE. CORDIALLY.

8. SENATOR CHARLES PERCY THANKS YOU FOR YOUR EFFORTS TO 
CONVEY HIS CONCERNS TO GENSCHER AND SCHMIDT ON THE 
TRANSFER OF NUCLEAR TECHNOLOGY FROM THE FRG TO IRAN. HE 
IS CONCERNED BY THE IMPLICATION THE FRG WOULD SUPPLY 
THAT TECHNOLOGY AT A LATER DATE. HE IS PLEASED TO HEAR 
OF THE PRESIDENT'S DECISION TO INITIATE A TOP-LEVEL 
REVIEW OF NUCLEAR EXPORT POLICIES OF THE US AND HOPES 
WITH THE HELP OF CONGRESS THIS WILL LEAD TO CONCRETE

REMARKS AT THE RECEPTION YOU GAVE FOR JOE SISCO LAST 
WEEK WERE ABSOLUTELY A VIRTUOSO PERFORMANCE. YOU ARE 
THE GREATEST OF AMERICANS. AND HAVE EARNED THE RESPECT 
AND GRATITUDE OF MILLIONS OF US WHO BELIEVE IN THE STRONG 
LEADERSHIP YOU HAVE GIVEN TO THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE
